At Tvesday morning's session of court 


the Citizen's Trust Co. was appointee 
guardian of Earl I. Myers, of the Cross- 
Keys, near New Oxford, formerly a pri- 
vate iu the 304th Engineers, 79th Divi- 
sion, who at the present time is confined 
in the State Lunatic Hospital, at Harris- 
burg. Myers is the soldier who was sent 
to the Hospital at Harrisburg after serv- 
ing with the American Expeditionary For- 
ces in France. His unfortunate state of 
mind, altho aided by hereitory causes to 
some extent, was brought about by the 
the nervous war tentiou ifi France and for 
that reason the Red Cross and the Ameri- 
can Legion will endeavor to secure gov- 
ernment compensation for him.

ined Myers in Harrieburg on Monday, 
testified to the court that he H irrcspousi- 
ble for his actions and that his case is in- 
curable. "Fie can remember to what reg- 
iment he belonged," testified Dr. Felty, 
"but cannot understand why he was not 
assigned to regular duty. He also knows 
that he is at a hospital in the city of Har- 
risburg but does not kn AV the kind of

It lias been popularly supposed that 


the lily of the valley was the one 
meant. Tliat Mich was the case, how- 
e\er, seems unlikely if only for the 
reason Ih it this plant does not grow 
in the lu-UK. 
It is peculiarly an in- 


habitant of carefully culthated gar- 
dens, produelng its bell-like blossoms 
in shady corners. 


Not at all probable does it seem that 


Jesus ma> have bad in mind the calla 
lily, which, luumg originated in Ethi- 
opia, was familiarly known in Palestine 
at the period in which the Savior lived. 
The riirjptinns used the roots of the 
prolific 
plant as a tablo 
vegetable. 


These roots look somewhat like Irish 
potatoes, and in the swamp the calln 
grows so thickly that the yield of a 
single flooded area is enormous. 
Calla, Not True Lily. 


Botanlcally speaking, however, the 


cnlla is not a Illy. Tulips are truer 
lilies, and so likewise are the leek, 
the garlic and the asparagus. But the 
calla is an "arum" and is related to 
the "lack-m-thp-pulplt." as well as the 
"elephant's 
ear 
plai V 
commonly 


grown as an ornamental. 


Lilies have always had sacred as- 


sociation. Back in the d.m ages of the 
past, when tlie pyiamids were build- 
ing, 
the Eg.\ptian priests chose the 


lotus, a member of the lily family, as 
the symbol of their religion. It was 
regarded as an emblem of the Nile, 
symbolizing the creation of the world 
from the waters. In India Buddha Is 
fabled to have made his entrance Into 
the world seated on a lotus blossom. 


In 
Catholic 
countries the Illy Is 


sacred to the Virgin Mar>, because it 
is a symbol of purity. The angels 
painted by the old Masters frequently 
curry lilies in their hands. And legend 
tells that, when the disciples looked 
into tl.o tomb of jes-us- after the res- 
urrection, it was tilled with lilies.

Bermuda Ls the original home of the 


While it is still winter 
in the northern part of the United 
States, .fields of onions and potatoes 
are carpeting the Bermudas with a 
green and Insurant proir.ise of cora- 
ing wealth for the farmer, while here 
and theie, even during March, fields 
of blooming lilies spread u feast for 
the eye.

Culture of It is 
wholly by hand, in pockets of rich soil 
among the rocks. 
May Raise Own Lilies. 


In June the Easter lily bulbs are dug 


in Bermuda and shipped to the United 
States, packed in sawdust or excelsior. 
They are then planted by American 
florists in pots, and at the proper time, 
many months later, are brought Into 
the hothouses to be forced for the 
Easter market. 
Hitherto 
we 
have 


been obliged to depend entirely upon 
Bermuda for our Easter lilies, 
but 


there is reason to believe that before 
long plentiful supplies of them will 
be crown in southern Florida and Cali- 
fornia. 
Incidental to experiments in 


this direction, a number of valuable 
new varieties have recently been cre- 
ated by the government plant bureau. 


The lily of the valley is regarded as 


an emblem of purity and modesty. It 
is a native of temperate latitudes in 
Europe and Asia, and in the garden 
is one of the earliest of spring flowers. 
Nearly all of the lilies of this kfnd 
grown in this country are raised from 
"ptp«i"—root 
shoots'—imported 
from 


Germany. Holland and France, where 
they are produced by th$ million for 
export. 
On 
arriving in the United 


States they are put into refrigerators, 
or otherwise kept cold, so as to sus- 
pend their vitality—the object being 
to force them into bioom as they are 
required for market. 
In this way 


gardeners are enabled to offer the 
blossom for sale the year around.

Which is the real Easter 
lily? Is it the lily of the 
valley, “the pretty pond 
l i l y , t h e m ajestic calla 
or 
the 
modest 
modern 
flowers that all men ad­ 
mire and most men buy in 
celebration of the greatest of religious 
festivals? 


To what kind of flower did Jesus re­ 
fer when in the Sermon on the Mount 
he »spoke of the “lilies of the held,” 
which, though they neither toiled nor 
spun, 
outdid King Solomon in tho 
beauty of their raiment. 


It has been popularly supposed that 
the lily of the valley w as the one 
meant. That such was the ease, how­ 
ever, seems uplikely if only for the 
reason that this plant does not grow 
in the fields. 
It is peculiarly an in­ 
habitant of carefully cultivated gar­ 
dens, producing its bell-like blossoms 
in shady corners. 


Not at all probable does it seem that 
.Tcsus may have had in mind the calla 
lily, which, having originated in Ethi­ 
opia, was familiarly known in Palestine 
at the period in which the Savior lived. 
The Egyptians used the roots of the 
prolific 
plant as a table 
vegetable. 
These roots look somewhat like Irish 
potatoes, and in the swamp the calla 
grows so thickly that the yield of a 
single flooded area is enormous. 
Calla Not True Lily. 


Botanieally speaking, however, the 
calla is not a lily. 
Tulips are truer 
lilies, and so likewise are the leek, 
the garlic and the asparagus. But the 
calla is an “arum” and is related to 
the Mjack-ln-the-pulpit.M as well as the 
“elephant’s 
ear 
plant,” 
commonly 
grown as an ornamental. 


Lilies have always had sacred as­ 
sociation. Back in the aim ages of the 
past, when the pyramids were build­ 
ing, 
the Iigyptian priests chose the 
Jotus. a in« mber of the lily family, as 
the symbol of their religion. 
It was 
regarded as an emblem of the Nile, 
symbolizing the creation of the world 
from the waters. 
In India Buddha is 
fabled to have made his entrance into 
the world seated on a lotijs blossom. 


In 
Catholic 
countries the lily is 


sacred to tiie Virgin Mary, because it 
is a symbol of purity. 
The angels 
painted by the old masters frequently 
carry lilies in their hands. And legend 
tells that, when the disciples looked 
into the tomb of Jesus after the res­ 
urrection, it was filled with lilies. 


The lilies that appear in the paint­ 
ings of Murillo and other old masters 
are not callas. 
They are of the fa­ 
miliar Eastèr lily type, and are easily 
recognizable as the Madonna or aa- 
nunciatlon lily—the latter name be­ 
ing given them because of the belief 
that the angel of the Annunciation ap­ 
peared to the Virgin Mary with these 
lilies in his hands. 


This kind of lily, sometimes called 
St. Joseph’s lily, was widely cultivated 
in Europe in early historic times. 
It 
seems to have originated in Palestine 
or somewhere about that region, and 
so may well have been the ilower to 
which Jesus referred. 
Under cultiva­ 
tion it grows in fields, which at the 
time of blossoming are a veritable sea 
of bloom. 
Real Easter Flower. 


This, however, is not exactly the 
modern Easter lily. The latter, though 
nearly related, is a different variety 
brought originally from Japan to Ber­ 
muda, and is known as the “lengl* 
ilorura” or trumpet lily.”

muda, through a horticultural acci­ 
dent, was developed what garden­ 
ers call a “sport,” a subvariety re­ 
markable for early blossoming, hardi­ 
ness, height and the size and large 
number of flowers, also for the ease 
with which it may be “forced” in hot­ 
houses.

Bermuda is the original home of the 
early variety. 
While it is still winter

States, # fields of onions and potatoes 
are carpeting the Bermudas with a 
green and luxurant promise of com­ 
ing wealth for the farmer, while here 
and there, even during March, fields 
of blooming lilies spread a feast for 
the eye. But to the grower of the lit­ 
tle archipelago the Easter lily is mere* 
ly an incidental crop, supplementing 
the1 onion and potato. Culture of it is 
wholly by hand, in pockets of rich soil 
among the rocks. 
May Raise Own Lilies. 


In June the Easter lily bulbs are dug 
in Bermuda and shipped to the United 
States, packed in sawdust or excelsior. 
They are then planted by American 
florists in pots, and at the proper time, 
many months later, are brought into 
the hothouses to be forced for the 
Easter market. 
Hitherto 
we 
have 
been obliged to depend entirely upon 
Bermuda for our Easter lilies, 
but 
there is reason to believe that before 
long plentiful supplies of them will 
be grown in southern Florida and Cali­ 
fornia. 
Incidental to experiments in 
this direction, a number of valuable 
new varieties have recently been cre­ 
ated by the government plant bureau. 


The lily of the valley is regarded as 
an emblem of purity and modesty. It 
is a native of temperate latitudes In 
Europe and Asia, and in the garden 
is one of the earliest of spring flowers. 
Nearly all of the lilies of this kind 
grovyn in this country are raised from 
##pips”—root 
shoots—imported 
from 
Germany. Holland and France, where 
they are produced by th^ million for 
export. 
On 
arriving in the LTnited 
States they are put into refrigerators, 
or otherwise kept cold, so as to sus­ 
pend their vitality—the object being 
to force them into bloom as they are 
required for market. 
In this way 
gardeners are enabled to offer the 
blossom for sale the year around.

HISTORIC RELICS IN BOSTON 


Painters' Arms and the Boston Stone 
Have Beerc Preserved in Building 
Erected in 1C52. 


QUEUE IS SIGN OF BONDAGE

Remarkable That Chinese Have Come 
to Look Upon It With a De­ 
gree of Pride. 


Two mementoes of the colonial peri­ 
od, the Painters’ arms and the Boston 
stone, are set in the wall of an old 
building in the north end of Boston, 
a historic quarter which lias changed 
little with passing time. 
This build­ 
ing, erected in 30ri2 by Thomas Mar­ 
shall. became, in HW2, the property of 
Thomas Child, the painter, who erect­ 
ed his arms over the doorway nine 
years later, testifying to a partnership 
in business between the painter and 
his wife, for the initials which em­ 
bellish the carved board, “C. T. K., 
are interpreted as standing for “Child, 
Thomas and Katherine.” 
The date, 
3701, appears finely graven in wood, 
and showing the striking design which 
was conceived to advertise the talents 
of the “painter stciner,” as Child was 
referred to. 
The Painters' arms has 
an artistic as well as a historic value. \ 


Thomas Child and his wife were 
also responsible for the Boston stone. 
The round grinding stone was found 
in 1737 by Joseph Howe, who bought 
tlie site of the colonial paint shop, 
while be was cleaning up the yard. 
The stone was covered with paint, and 
a little inquiry proved conclusively 
that it was the means Thomas Child 
has used to. grind his colors. 


James I>avis. who bought the prop­ 
erty in 1835. set both the Boston stone 
end the Painters’ arms into the wall 
of his new building. 
His heirs have 
the same regard for these relics that 
he had. and have seen to it that both 
stone and sign are protected as sym­ 
bols oftthe industry which flourished 
on the site 200 years ago.

To what kind of flower did Jesus re- 
fer when in the Sermon on the Mount 
hv .si)i>ke of the •»lilies of the üeld/' 
whieh, thQUjih they neither tolled nor 
spun, 
outdid King Solomon In the 
beauty of their raiment. 


It has been popularly supposed tluit 
the lily of the valley w a s 
the 
one 
meant. 
That such was the ease, how- 
ever, seems uplikely if only for the 
reason that tlds plant dwts not grow 
in the fields. 
It is peculiarly an in- 
habitant of carefully cultivated gar- 
dens, producing Its bell-Uke blossoms 
in shady corners. 


Not at all probable does it seem that 
.Tesus may have had in mind the calla 
lily, which, having originated in Ethi- 
opia, was familiarly known in Palestine 
at the period in which the Savior lived. 
The Egyptians used the roots of the 
prolific 
plant as a table 
vegetable. 
These roots look somewhat like Irish 
potatoes, and In the swamp the calla 
grows so thickly that the yield of a 
single flooded area is enormous. 
Calla Not True Lily. 


Botanh'ally speaking, however, the 
ealla 
not a lily. 
Tulips are truer 
lilies, and so likewise a r e the leek, 
the garlic and the asparagus. 
Huí the 
i calla is an "arum" and Is related to 
the "jack-in-the-pulpit." a s well as tht 


sacred to the Vii-gin ]Mary, .because it 
is a symbol of purity. 
The angels 
painted by the old i.uisters frequently 
carry lilies in their hands. And legend 
tells that, when the disciples looked 
into the tomb of Jesus after the res- 
urrection, it was filled with lilies. 


The lilies that appear in the paint- 
ings of Murlllo an<l other old masters 
are not callas. 
They are of the fa- 
miliar Easti^r Illy type, and are easily 
recognizable as the Madonna or aA- 
nunciallon lily—the latter name be- 
ing given them because of the l)elief 
that the angel of the Annunciation ap- 
peared to the Virgin Mary with these 
lilies in his hands. 


This kind of lily, sometimes called 
St. Joseph's lily, was widely cultivated 
in Europe in early historic times. 
It 
seems to have originated in Palestine 
or somewhere about tliat region, and 
so may well have been tin» flower to 
which Jesus referred. 
Under cultiva- 
tion It grows in fields, which at the 
time of blossoming are a veritable sea 
of bloom. 
Real Eacter Flower. 


This, however. Is not exactly the 
modern Easter lily. The latter, though 
nearly related, Is a dlfl'erent variety 
brought originally from Japan to Ber- 
nnida. and is known as the "lengi' 
florum" 
or trumpet lily." 
In Ber-

Lilies liave always had sacred as- 
sociation. Back in the uiin ages of the 
past, when the pyramids were build- 
ing. 
the Egyptian priests chose the 
Jotus. a m* mber o.f the lily family, as 
The symbol of their religion. 
It was 
regarded as an emblem of the Nile, 
symbolizing the creation of the world 
from the waters. 
In India Buddha is 
fabled to have made his entrance Into 
the world seated on a lotijs blossom.

rnuda. through a hortic^ultural acci- 
dent,

ers call a ''sport," a sobvariety re- 
markable for early blossoming, hardi- 
ness. height and the size and large 
number of flowers, also for the ease 
with which it may be "forced" in hot- 
houses. 


In 1S75 a woman of Philadelphia, 
returning from Bermuda, brought with 
her two plants of this improved stock 
and gave them to a 
florist 
of 
the 
Quaker city, who, perceiving the great 
value cf tlie variety, proceeded to mul- 
tiply the bulbs. 
He introduced thelUy 
to public notice seven years later, giv- 
ing a small exhibit of the plants. Oth- 
er horticulturists were quick to secure 
specimens for propagation, and today 
the Lilian Harrisii. 
as it is called, 
holds the market exclusively, 


Bermuda is the original home of the 
early variety. 
AVhile it is still winter 
in the northern part of the United 
States, ,flelds of onions and potatoes 
are carpeting the Bermudas with a 
green Jtnd luxurant promise of com- 
ing wealth for the fanner, while here 
and there, even during March, fields 
of blooming lilies spread a feast for 
the eye. But to the grower of the lit- 
tle archipelago the Easter lily is mere* 
ly an Incidental crop, supplementing 
the'onion and potato. 
Culture of It Is 
wholly by hand, in pockets of rich soil 
among the rocks. 
May Raise Own Lilies. 


In June the Easter lily bulbs are dug 
in Bermuda and siiipped to the United 
States, packed in sawdust or excelsior. 
They are then planted by American 
florists in pots, and at the proper time, 
many months later, are brought into 
the hothouses to be forced for the 
Easter market. 
Hitherto 
we 
have 
been obliged to depend entirely upon 
Bermuda for our Easter lilies, 
but 
there is reason to believe that before 
long plentiful supplies of them will 
be grown in southern Florida and Cali- 
fornia. 
Incidental to experiments in 
this direction, a number of valuable 
new varieties have recently been cre- 
ated by the government plant bureau. 


The lily of the valley is regarded as 
an emblem of purity and modesty. 
It 
is a native of temperate latitudes In 
Europe and Asia, and in the garden 
is one of the earliest of spring flowers. 
Nearly all of the lilies of this kind 
gro\Yn in this country are raised from 
i.pjps"—root 
shoots—imported 
from 
Gernmny. Holland and France, where 
they are produced by ti^S i"ihion for 
export. 
On 
arriving in the United 
States they are put into refrigerators, 
or otlierwise kept cold, so as to sus- 
pend their vitality—tlie object being 
to force thetn hito bloom as they are 
required for market. 
In this way 
gardeners are enabled to offer the 
blossom for sale the year around.

inquiry 
proved 
conclusively 
that it was the means Thomas Child 
has used to. grind his colors. 


James I)avis. who bought tlie prop- 
erty in 1835. set both the Bi)ston stone 
iUid the Painters' arms Inio the wall 
of his new building. 
His heirs have 
the same regard for these relics that 
lie had. and have seen to it that both 
stone and sign are protected as sym- 
b(ds oftthe industry wliich 
flourished 
on tiie feite 'J.iJO years ago.
